MARKETING   GUIDES 

Marketing  Guides  are  published  each  year  for  vege- 
table growers  and  turkey,  broiler,  and  egg  producers. 
The  Guides  are  designed  to  help  growers  and  produc- 
ers balance  supplies  with  market  requirements. 
Acreage-marketing  guides,  published  six  times  a  year 
in  advance  of  planting  time,  provide  vegetable  growers 
with  the  best  possible  estimates  of  the  acreage  of 
individual  vegetables  needed  to  meet  demands.  Tur- 
key, broiler,  and  egg  marketing  guides  recommend 
levels  of  production,  including  number  of  poults,  size 
of  hatchery  supply  flock,  and  number  of  layers  needed. 
The  turkey  guide  is  published  once  a  year.  Four 
guides  are  published  each  year  for  broilers,  and  two 
for  eggs. 


PLENTIFUL  FOODS   MONTHLY  BULLETIN 

The  Plentiful  Foods  Monthly  Bulletin  gives  an  advance 
listing  of  foods  which  are  expected  to  be  plentiful 
during  the  succeeding  month.  It  provides  supply  and 
other  information  for  retailers,  wholesalers,  brokers, 
and  institutional  feeders  such  as  restaurants,  cafe- 
terias, etc.  Decisions  on  listings  of  plentiful  foods  are 
made  in  Washington,  D.C.,  by  USDA  food  analysts. 
Foods  on  the  list  are  expected  to  be  in  plentiful  sup- 
ply throughout  the  United  States.  The  bulletin  is  re- 
leased about  the  middle  of  the  month,  covering  the 
succeeding  month.  For  addition  to  the  mailing  list, 
members  of  the  various  food  trades  may  write  to 
the  Plentiful  Foods  Staff,  AMS,  USDA,  Washington, 
D.C.  20250.

These  publications,  in  the  "TOB" 
series,  cover  stocks  of  unmanufactured  tobacco  on 
hand  as  of  January  1,  April  1.  July  1,  and  October  1 
of  each  year. 

Annual  Tobacco  Market  Reviews  provide  an  annual 
summary  of  market  prices,  sales,  and  quality  of  major 
tobacco  types.

Federal  Milk  Order  Statistics  provide  monthly  infor- 
mation on  the  operation  of  Federal  milk  marketing 
orders  which,  on  September  1.  1972.  regulated  the 
handling  of  milk  in  62  designated  urban  marketing 
areas  throughout  the  country.  Approximately  60  per- 
cent of  all  milk  marketed  by  farmers  in  the  United 
States,  and  three-fourths  of  al!  milk  sold  for  fluid  use, 
is  priced  under  the  Federal  milk  marketing  orders. 
This  publication  reports  minimum  milk  prices,  number 
of  producers  delivering  milk  to  regulated  handlers, 
total  deliveries  and  use  made  of  the  milk,  and  fluid 
milk  product  data.  It  also  highlights  major  milk  order 
actions  taken  during  the  month.
